VARIED VIEWS 


Royal Commission Find- 
ings Given Wide Press 
Coverage

OTTAWA, May 18—From the 
standpoint of news coverage the 

Sirois Royal Commission report 
has had a much better reception 
in central Canada than might 
have been expected. Most of the 
dailies gave it from sixteen to 
twenty columns. 

The editorial comment is mixed. 
The Ottawa Citizen appears to 
think it astonishing that Canadians 
should be asked to think of any- 
thing but the war. 

The Ottawa Journal, on the con- 
trary, is very favorable to the re- 
port. “It represents,” says the Jour- 
nal, “the first scientific approach 
we have ever made to the prob- 
lem of maintaining confederation 
on a solid basis. It is the con- 
sidered, informed opinion of sincere 
able Canadians; of men who are 
not concerned with fitting facts to 
political philosophies, who are 
neither extreme federalists, north 
centralizers, nor de-centralizers.” 

The Windsor Star thinks the re- 
port is little more than an inter- 


esting document for filing at 
Ottawa. 
The Montreal Star, however, 


regards the report as of pro- 
found importance. One of the 
most monumental reports ever 

issued in the history of the em- 
pire. The Star says that the re- 
port will requige the most me- 
ticulous examination, but sug- 
gests, regretfully, that Ottawa 
will probably pigeon hole it on 
account of the war. The commis- 
sion is highly praised for its thor- 
oughness, ability and spirit of 
judicial impartiality. 

The Toronto Telegram is very 
brief in its comment but is not un- 
favorable. The Globe and Mail 
ignores the report editorially. The 
Montreal Gazette, while comment- 
ing that the report may be of only 
academic interest at the moment 
(because of the war) declares that 
it is a serious effort by serious men 
to deal effectively and construc- 
tively with an exceedingly formid- 
able problem. The Gazette un- 
doubtedly is deeply impressed 
with the report.

ing was continued to help the 
Allied defence of the Belgian city 
of Antwerp. Queen Wilhelmina 
and the Dutch government moved 
to London from where the ad- 
ministration of Holland’s overseas 
possessions will be carried on. 

The German gains had wide-

A Hitler Tax 


One reaction from the events in Eu- 
rope is the presentation of an “extraor- 
dinary” defence program at Washington 
to cost $1,182,000,000, which will bring 
the total expenditure of the United States 
next year on defence to $3,260,000,000. 

The Allies will welcome the news; 
the dictators won't like it. There is noth- 
ing in the event to suggest that the Unit- 
ed States will take part in the present 
wars—either of them. But every warship 
it builds and every gun it forges will be 
another unit added to the ultimate de- 
fences of free government and the ulti- 
mate barrier against aggression. 

The United States taxpayer as he 
scans this huge program, and the tax bills 
it will entail, may be moved to ask what 
some people mean by talking about the 
“isolation” of his country. The fact is 
that the dictators are imposing this huge 
outlay on the people of the republic. But 
for them it would not have to be made, 
and the money could be used for other 
and more desirable purposes. Herr Hitler 
and his allies are setting the tax-rate in 
the United States and.in Canada, and in 
every other country that is free and in- 
tends to remain free. 


Sweden’s World Trade 


When Swedish exports are mentioned 
a person who is not very well informed on 
the subject thinks instantly of vast car- 
goes of Swedish iron ore as constituting 
the bulk of that country’s sales abroad. 
In point of fact minerals, mostly iron, 
comprise not much more than one-quarter 
of Sweden's exports. Of these minerals 
more than one-quarter go to countries 
other than Germany. together that 
eountry has been buying Swedish exports 
te the value of $67 millions per year, 
while other countries have bought $151 
millions’ worth. 

The non-German market, iron ore in- 
cluded, is worth two and ea half times as 
much to Sweden as the market in Ger- 
many. If Sweden were swept within the 
Nazi orbit, as Denmark has been swept, 
its economy dictated from Berlin and its 
money based on the mark that is almost 
worthless in the world at large, that might 
be good for Germany but it would be very 
bad for Sweden. 

Their civil, religious and _ political 
rights are not all the Swedes have to 
think about as they contemplate the pos- 
sibility of being treated as their neighbors 
in Norway have been treated. They have 
also to think about the very practical ques- 
tion of whether and how they could get 
enough to eat.

For the first time the Nazi forces have 
met a formidable adversary. Hitherto 
they have exhibited their prowess only in 
beating the lives out of small nations, with 
all the advantages that treachery and de- 
ception could give them.

_ fpont a different task, It cannot be claim- 
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they are strong in numbers and equip- 
ment, and growing stronger in both re- 
epects every day. 

The striking power of the enemy was 
greater when he pounced upon Holland 
and Belgium than it is now, ten days 
later. His losses in men, equipment and 
munitions have not been severe in relation 
to his enormous reserves, but they have 
been undoubtedly heavy and cannot be 
made up by drawing on untapped sources. 
The mauling the invaders have received 
eannot have been helpful to Nazi morale, 
in the ranks or at home. The “invincible” 
idea has been badly jolted. That they will 
fight desperately cannot be doubted, but 
it cannot be.with the same untempered 
confidence. 

If M. Reynaud is right, and the Fueh- 
rer is to throw everything he has into the 
offensive, the Allies have reason to 
be satisfied with the way the battle has 
been going. He hasn't yet got all of 
Holland, nor over-run Belgium; and these 
were the preliminary operations only. If 
the Allies can prevent a break-through, 
the Hitler prestige will slump badly, and 
there seems no reason to doubt they can 
hold the line.

The official Berlin broadcaster keeps 
on sinking Allied warships and transports 
at a great rate.

One noticeable effect of the assault 
upon the two westerly neutrals is that the 
Americans, as distinguished from the hy- 
phenate-Americans, are now being heard 
from.

Faith in free- 
dom is the essence of his being, the polestar by 
which he charts his course 80 matter how ad- 
verse the current or how angry the sullen tides. 
And he believes that economic security can best 
be gained in a society which respects the 
cherished rights of civil liberty. He has never 
been one of those who are willing to give up 
liberty for the sake of some imagined prosper- 
ity which is to belong to all citizens the moment 
the state is clothed with arbitrary and uncon- 
tested powers. 

Look at the standard of living in Russia, 
Italy and,Germany and contrast jt to that pre- 
vailing in the democracies, It’s not Mr. Dafoe 
right when he says liberty is not only a great 
good in itself, but also the indispensable means 
by which the largest measure of economic op- 
portunity is to come to the majority of citizens? 

This does net mean that Mr. Dafoe believes 
the state should do nothing for the individual 
in the economie field; anyone who doubts that, 
should read the dering recommendations of the 
Royal Commission report he has just signed. Mr. 
Dafoe clings to one classic concept. Socialism 
will interfere wherever it can, a free state only 
where it must. And he will recommend drastie 
changes jn state policy only under the dictates 
of experience, not the dictates of abstract theory.

Allied to his love of liberty is a passionate 
devotion to democracy, a conviction that the 
ultimate sanity of the plain man will prevail. 
That belief lies at the root of his contempt for 
dictators, since he believes no one man can ever 
be trusted with the intricate machinery of gov- 

‘ ernment. In his view, only the 
HIS GUIDES collective wisdom of the people 
TO CONDUCT can be a fit guardian of the col- 
lective good. Of course he is 
under no illusions as to the infallibility of the 
people’s wisdom; he knows how often it is the 
dupe of passion, the child of prejudice, the vic- 
tim of propaganda, or the servant of folly. With 
all its mistakes, however, democracy remains 
for Mr. Dafoe not only the highest form of gov- 
ernment but also a visible sign and testament 
of humanity's divine right to govern itself, free 
from the caprice of despots or the cruelties of 
dictators.

Although Mr. Dafoe has been a vigorous 
critic of many British policies and an indispens- 
able architect of Canada’s present status of in- 
dependent nationhood, only a shallow student 
of his career could believe that he does not hold 
the ideals of the empire in solemn regard. In 

fact, he has fought for Dominion 
HIS PLACE status because he believes it to 
IN CANADA be as useful to the empire as to 

Canada herself. For many years 
he has been convinced that the logic of history 
dictated such a policy of decentralization with- 
in the empire and that anyone who placed him- 
self in opposition to that tendency was striking 
a harsh blow at empire unity and imperial pro- 
gress. The course of events has vindicated his 
foresight in that respect as in so many others. 

But it is not only as a prophet of Canadian 
independence that he has earned the esteem of 
Canadians: it is also as a guardian cf the rights 
of free speech, free assembly, and the mandatory 
rights of the free conscience. Unsleeping has 
been his vigilance in guarding the lamps of free- 
dom; No one could dim their sacred lustre with 
impunity while he was on watch.

Sig. Gayda “Does Not Understand” 


The pained surprise of Virginio Gayda, 
Mussolini’s official journalistic stooge, that the 
Allied powers should take precautionary and 
defensive measures in the Mediterraneon — 
freeing the seas of Allied merchant ships and 
adding to the strength of the Allied fleet—does 
not lend itself to rational explanation, 

Signor Gayda and his bfother militant jour- 
nalist, Signor Ansaldo, have for a month past 
been revélling in journalistic broadsides and air 
broadcasts loaded with insults, threats and pro- 
Phecies directed against the Allies. Some of 
them may be noted: 

Anialdo: 

All Italians who believe that our country can 
remain outside the conflict right to the end make 
a mistake and delude themselves (he said), as 
also do those who think that Italy should seek 
nothing else but to make a little money. 

Ansaldo: 

The vanquished will be expropriated and 
impoverished, and the victors will monopolize 
all the world’s resources, There is nothing that 
will impede the victors from acting otherwise. 
Only if Italy be really strong will she be among 
the victors, and only in that way will the Italian 
workers be able to attain the condition of well- 
being they desire. 

Gayda: 

The Genius (with a capital G) who so far 
has preserved the country from the European 
war may choose the day and the manner of 
intervention. A great people like ours cannot 
look on like an outsider while events take place 
which will modify the map of the Continent. ... 
There can be Mo great people without an open 
route to the ocean. Nothing is created without 
something being destroyed. Life is generated in 
blood. ‘ 

These are quotations from mid-Apri] when 
the barrage began; and it has kept up to this 
day, with one dey off, when Signor Gayda re- 
cently complained about Allied “threats,” and 
added: 

The Italian nation does not yet really under- 
stand exactly what particular design inspired 
the joint decision of England and France to 
reinforce their war fleet in the Mediterranean. 

If Signor Gayda’s surprise is genuine, it 
amounts to an admission that all the sabre-

Gardiner intimated this suggestion 
would be acted upon, 

Canadian butter situation, like 
that of hogs, Mr. McKenszie point- 
ed out, was a auestion of a sur- 
plus and the only practical solu- 
tion lies in the obtaining of a 
wider market for butter.

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VITAMIN BI IS

To treat plants already estab- 
lished in the ground and in pots 
in the house, add one drop of the 
solution to each gallon of water in 
your watering can and apply as you 
would with plain water.

When transplanting, wash off all 
the earth from the roots.

In positioning rocks ebout en 
informal pool, remember it is im- 
portant to create as netural an ef- 
fect as possible.

Figure 2 shows a naturalistic po- 
sitioning of rocks around a pool. 
The rocks are “lying down,” and 
therefore eppear in Harmony with 
the surroundings. Part of the trick 
of placing rocks in @ naturalistic 
setting is to firm them well into the 
ground.

Seedlings in propogation beds 
and flats should be sprayed three 
times a week with the maximum 
solution, namely 20 drops to a quart 
of water, and later watered with 
it. These will mature in nearly 
half the time they customarily re- 
quire. 


SEEDS 

Seeds that did not have too heavy 
a shell, when soaked for twenty- 
four hours in a solution of 20 drops 
to a quart of water, germinated 
earlier and produced more sturdy 
cotyledons and were less troubled 
with damping off.

WEAN GRADUALLY 

No child would become such an 
addict of milk by bottle were weane 
ing to a cup begun at nine months. 
A little milk by cup and the rest 

by bottle at first. Then gradually 
increase the amount by cup and re- 
duce it by bottle. Weaning can be 
complete at one year. 

When the situation has arrived 
at the point at which children— 
not bables—ere still drinking by 
bottle there is only one possible 
course to follow. Stop the bottles, 
Stop them immediately and under 
no circumstances bring them back. 

For the time the child's appetite 
for milk may be checked. That is 
to be expected. For a time he may 
be upset because he cannot have 
a bottle when he goes to sleep. But 
continuing the bottle only strength- 
ens this habit and makes it harder 
to break. 

Children of this age profit by 
being introduced to new and harder 
ways of doing things, among whicn 
is the necessity to eat and drink 
like a child and not like an infant. 


BOLSTER DIET 

While the child is going through

ster the diet with milk. Cook tha 
| rercal in milk and pour some over 
it at serving time. Make a custard 
of milk and egg or a junket dessert 
and drench them in a milk sauce, 
This uses at least a cup of mii« cr 
more.

Warm weather makes a clean 
kitchen and spotless cooking uten- 
sils doubly important, Management 
of your kitchen time and tested 
methods of cleaning will pay large 
dividends, 

Clean as you cook, is a practical 
rule, While vegetables are cooking 
or a cake baking, put supplies back 
where they belong. Rinse mixing 
bowls, spoons, the egg beater, and 
all other pieces of equipment as 
soon as you are through with them, 

To keep your aluminum utensils 
bright and your iron utensils spot- 
less, rub them lightly with steel 
wool. Strong soaps and scouring 
powders that contain alkalis will 
discolor aluminum. If your alum- 
inum utensils become stained, boil 
a vinegar-and-water solution in 
them. Steel woo] will take rust 
spots off iron utensils, and a light 
coating of mineral oil or other salt- 
free fat will keep them from rust- 
ing again, 

Tin and enamel utensils need gen- 
tle care. Soak food loose rather 
than scrape it off with a knife. Or 
heat the utensils for a few min- 
utes in a weak soda solution, Wash 
in soap and water. If the stain is 
stubborn, rub it gently with a fine 
powder that is free from grit. 

The kitchen sink needs constant 
attention to spare the finish from a 
harsh scouring. If there ere spots 
that will not respond to soap and 
water, rub them with @ fine scour- 
ing powder, But never use a gritty 
powder or lye — the powder will 
seratch the finish and lye will al- 
most “eat” it off. 

The chromium plating on mod- 
ern plumbing fixtures needs only 
to be wiped frequently with a 
damp cloth or washed with soap

Clean the refrigerator every 
week, Use mild soap suds With @ 
little soda added to help remove 
odors, First take out all the food, 
Then remove the shelves and re- 
frigerator dishes and wash them 
as well as the inside of the box. 
Finally rinse with clear water. In 
an ice refrigerator, remove the 
pipe and drain trap. Wash and 
scald them carefully to kill any 
bacteria, 

If the stove is wiped regularly, 
the weekly cleaning should be 
quite simple, Take out all the re- 
movable parts, Wash in soap and 
water. If you have trouble with 
some of the grease and scot, Use a 
little washing soda or trisodium 
phosphate in the water.

J. A, Tupper, manager and secre-

cuit Co. Ltd., explains that the high- 
est speed attained by hand methods 
in making cones is about 300 per 
hour as against 5,000 every 60 min 
utes turned out by this machine. 
From 36 revolving moulds, 108 
cones are made at each revolution, 
one of which is completed every 
minute and 20 seconds, 

Gas, automatically heated to the 
correct temperature, is blown under 
high pressure into the moulds and 
purified so that no fumes of any 
kind remain when the gas enters the 
mould interiors. 

As locked moulds receive the 
batter they move slowly in a cir- 
cle through the biasing gas jets, 
placed at spaced intervals in a 
ring. As the moulds complete 
one full revolution they automat- 
ically eject the baked cones, take 
on more batter and continue with 
the same process.

Tt ig fact, not legend, that cow 
paths became the streets of today's 
cities, 
road planners. Buffaloes also did 
their bit. The post, the stage and 
later the wegons of commerce and 
egriculture followed their paths. 

So for years we kept on resurfac. 
fng and widening’ the old cow and 
horse paths. We have spent bil- 
lions of dollars doing it. But every 
year the death toll goes on. 

Every year more and better mo- 
tor cars appear on the roads—roads 
that were never intended for high 
speed engines on rubber tires. 
‘And today these roads are help. 
less to cope with the ever-increas- 
ing volume and speed of traffic. 
Ninety-eight per cent of state high- 
ways in this country are only two 
lanes wide. 

We build great bridges, but we 
design them for only two or three 
lanes of traffic in each direction, 
although there may be 20 lanes 
feeding into the bridge at each end. 
It requires no imagination to vis- 
ualize the fallacy of attempting to 
funnel 20 lanes into three. 


ROAD HARDLY BUILT 
BEFORE OUTMODED 

You should be familiar with the 
fact that no sooner is a new road 
built than it is outmoded. That is 
because the life of a road is so much 
longer than the life of a car. The 
car has been improved much more 
rapidly and fundamentally than the 
road. 

Motorways should be designed in 
terms of the automobile. Express 
motorways exclusively for travel of 
60 or more miles at a stretch. They 
should be laid down first in densely 
populated sections to relieve pre- 
sent Jocal roads. They should join 
heavily populated sections but 
avoid the cities themselves. 

They should be designed to fit a 
machine that is built to go 80 miles 
en hour, that is legally permitted 
to go 50 miles an hour, but has to 
crawl along at 20. And they should 
be designed to take care of future 
needs, rather than the temporary

We hope for the utmost co- 
operation from all motorists and 
look to the owners of large fleets 
of cars and trucks to give the 
lead to the general public by 
being the first to have “Brakes 
O.K." stickers on their company 
and private cars. An official 
sticker on the car is an assurance 
that the car will not be stopped 
by the police for a check-up. 

Stickers are now available for 
your garage or service station. 
If they have not arranged for a 
supply at the time of your re- 
quest will you please assist us 
further by asking them to obtain 
the stickers immediately.

2 Canuck Seamen 
Lose Lives When 
Nazis Attack Ship 


LONDON, May 18 — Canadian 
crewmen of the Belgian liner Ville 
De Bruges were among hundreds of 
refugees from Holland and Belgium 
who arrived in London on train 
after train yesterday. 

Fifty-three survivors of the Ville 
De Bruges, the former United States 
liner President Harding, arrived in 
one group, They told of the deaths 
of two Canadian and two Belgian 
seamen when the 13,869-ton liner 
was bombed by the Germans near 
Antwerp Tuesday, and beached. 

The Canadians killed were identi- 
fied as David Dunn, about 53, of 
Hamilton, Ont. and Daniel Duffy, 
50, formerly of Montreal. 

All refugees told of ruthless at- 
tacks either in the low countries or 
on the rescue ships that brought 
them to Britain.

TULSA, Oklahoma, May 18.—Itf 
the United States builds 50,000 war- 
planes there will be plenty of gaso- 
line to keep them in the air, lead- 
ers of the oil industry said today.

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BALLOT TOTAL 
ALBERTA VOTE 
HAS INCREASE 


308,864 Citizens Use Fran- 
chise In Provincial 
General Election 


Total of 308,864 votes were cast 
in the provincial general election 
of March 21 last, according to 
figures released Saturday by R. 
A. Andison, chief electoral offi- 
cer and clerk of the legislature. 
This is an increase of 7,112 over 
the 1935 provincial general elec- 
tion, when the total was 301,752. 
Social Credit forces polled the 
largest number of votes in this last 
election with 132,869. 

Second place went to Independ- 
ent candidates with 130,603. 
C.CF. forces polled 34,316 votes 
and others polled 11,076. 

Social Credit forces also piled 
up the highest total in the 1935 
general election with 163,700. The 
vote in the 1940 election, there- 
fore, was 30,831 less. 

Other parties, in the 1936 election 
polled votes as follows: Liberals 
69,845; U.F.A. 33,063; Conservative 
19.358; Communist 5,771; Labor 
5.086; Independent 4,177; Others 752. 

In the election of this year the 
combined opposition forces to the 
government polled 175,995 votes as 
against 138,052 in 1935, which was a 
gain of 37,947 over the previous 
vote, 

Thus, the opposition gain is 
about 7,000 gréater than the Social 
Credit loss. 

In Edmonton a tofal vote of 43,« 
743 was polled as against 37,267 in 
the 1935 general election, while in 
Calgary this year a total vote of 
| 45,914 was polled against 41,193 in 
1935.
